New York, Sept. 11—A correspondent tells 
the story of the cause of Sitting Bull leaving the 
British possessions. He says: The British 
officers and Sitting Bull had a council, and after 
the council the tribe performed the usual dance. 
A young half-breed, Bill Culverson, at present 
the Government scout, joined in the dancing. 
After it was over he became excited, counted 
his scalps, and said to Sitting Bull, 
‘Look, I have killea so many of your hos- 
tile red Indians.’ Sitting Bull drew 
his revolver, a movement imitated by Culver- 
son, but, before either could:shoot, Maj. Walsh, 
with his revolver drawn, sprang between them 
and tod Culverson to put his away.

His Reasons for Attending Fire- 
men’s Conventions. 


He Does Not Regard the Trips as 
Junketine E . 


For the Good of the Service He Goes 
and Pays His Way. 


Correspondents have complained recently in 
communications to Tas Trisuns of the fact 


that Fire-Marshal Benner was in the habit of 


leaving his post in order to attend conventions 
in Galesburg, Nashville, or similar unimportant 
places. They have made the point that it-was 
the Fire-Marshal’s duty to remain within the 
city limits all the time in readiness for an 
emergency, for a fire comes like a thief in the 
night when no man knoweth. While he was off 
inspecting the apparatus of Galesburg and see- 
ing how hand-engines are managed there, a 
conflagration might come which would sweep 
the southwest quarter of the city off the map. 
Furthermore, said they, what would Benner 
learn in these small places, except 
the antiquated ways of putting 
out fires which were practiced by 
the fathers? Can he get hints from 
Departments which drew water from a cistern 
and peddled it out with man-power? Again, if 
it was safe for him to go away for a week, was 
it not safe for bim to go away altogether? [f 
he lett behind him men competent to take his 
place, were they not competent to keep it con- 
tinualiy, and could not the services of the Fire- 
Marshal be dispensed with, and his salary saved! 
But the main point was that, in a city which had 
twice been visited by destructive conflagrations, 
the Fire-Marshal should be always on his post, 
ready to take charge if his services were re- 
quirea. True, there has been great freedom 
from fires since the summer of 1874, but that 
does not prove that one may not occur to-mor- 
row. 

With a view to ascertain whether such com- 
plaints were well founded or not, a reporter of 
Tue Trisuwz called yesterday upon Mayor 
Heath and stated the case to him. 

The Mavor said he could not recall exactly 
how often Mr. Benner bad been absent on leave. 
He had been down recently attending the Na- 
ti.val Firemen’s Convention at Nashville, of 
which he was President, but that was about all 
he could remember at the moment. The Mar- 
shal had gone down to Springfield for a few 
days, he said, during the session of the Legis- 
lature, for the purpose of 1 the Firemen's 
Benevolent organization. f he has succeeded 
in carrying the measure,” said the Mayor, “I 
am sure he has done a good work for the city, 
and his time has been well spent.“ 

Do you think, Mr. Mayor, that it is benefi- 
cial to the Fire Department here to have our 
Chief visit the other cities!“

In the mean- 
time he was of opinion that the Department, as 
at present organized, was one of the very best 
in America.

A special correspondent dispatched by the 
Chicago Daily News has succeeded in very 
cleverly tracing Spznczn in his flight through 
Canada.

Supt.’ Hickey has telegraphed the facts to 
Scotland Yard, London, and there is now a 
prospect that the body of the missing banker 
will be recovered. 
Information regarding operations at Plevna 
is forwarded in small quantities, and fur- 
nishes little that is definite of the results 
thus far achieved in that great meeting of 
hostile armies. It would appear that up to 
Saturday night the fighting had been done 
almost exclusively by the artillery, and 
that the superiority in numbers and 
capacity of the Russian guns had 
given them the advantage, enabling them 
to sweep the Turkish redoubts at a distance 
which the guns of the latter could not cover. 
The fact that no Russian bulletins have béen 
received in London for forty-eight hours 
leaves the world in a state of uncertainty as 
to the progress of the battle, or of the result 
of the assault which was to have been made 
by the Russian infantry on Sunday last.

HOW TO INCREASE THE DEMAND FOR 

LABOR. 

A convention has been held at Harrisburg 
professing to represent the labor population 
and interests of Pennsylvania. Though the 
number of delegates present was small, the 
resolutions adopted were substantially the 
same as those adopted at other professed 
Labor conventions. It is strange how long 
men intently secking the advancement of 
their own interests will shut their eyes and 
close their ears to the clear evidence of the 
folly of the means they adopt. Among the 
many resolutions adopted were those of de- 
manding: 1. The abolition of the National 
Bank system; 2. The issue of paper curren- 
cy based upon the wealth and resources of 
the whole nation; 3. That eight hours shall 
be declared to be a day’s work; 4. A tariff 
for the protection of American industries. 
There were many others, but we select 
these, because of their glaring inconsistency, 
for comment. The resolution demending 
the abolition of the National Bank system 
hae been adopted by other professed Labor 
organizations, and it possibly needs explana- 
tion. The workingmen certainly do not de- 
mand the abolition of the National Banks ; 
their demand probably ends with the aboli- 
tion of the bank currency, which is some- 
thing less than the banks, and not by any 
means essential to the bank system. The 
workingmen certainly do not wish the aboli- 
tion of banks and of the banking business: 
nor, as banks are essential to all branches of 
business, especially of manufactures and com- 
merce, do they desire the abolition of the 
one national system, to fall back upon thirty 
or forty systems of banks organized by in- 
dividuals and corporations under State laws, 
more or less authorized to issue currency. 
In the absence of any clear definition, we 
will assume that the demand of the Labor 
party is that the issue of National Bank notes 
be prohibited, and that this resolution is to 
be taken in connection with the other de- 
manding the issue of greenbacks exclusively, 
and, we suppose, unlimitedly, ‘‘ based upon 
the wealth and resources of the whole na- 
tion.” The country is familiar with this 
demand, but it does not seem that the 
Labor men in Pennsylvania have yet 
seen through the trick phrase of a 
currency based upon the wealth of the whole 
nation. Itis not intended, of course, that 
this currency is to be redeemable on demand 
in coin; the design is to have paper 
„money,“ that is, notes issued to be “ pay- 
ment” of themselves, the same as coin, and 
not notes which are to be promises. The 
phrase based upon the wealth,” etc., of the 
nation, has of course no meaning. If the 
notes are not to be paid, they are based on 
nothing. If the payment of the note can. 
not be enforced, then it is based on nothing. 
The present greenback is a promise to pay 
dollars, and it is based upon that promise to 
pay dollars; but a note not redeemable at 
all, and not collectable, and for the redemp- 
tion of which no property is bound, and in 
payment of which no property can be taken, 
can hardly be said to be based upon any- 
thing except faith. That old phrase was 
started as long ago as 1868, and has long 
since worn itself out among the Green- 


rected by the Labor party in Pennsyl- 
vania. Of course, this Convention paid 
no attention to the fact that the 
total amount to which greenbacks 
may be issued is $400,000,000, or only $40,- 
000,000 in excess of the amount now out- 
standing, while the prohibition of National 
Bank notes would blot out over $300,000,000 
of currency, producing that very contraction 
of the currency which is so much dreaded. 

The great evil which oppresses these men, 
and which oppresses the whole country, is 
the want of employment. Labor of every 
kind is unemployed. Men can get no work. 
One-half or one-third of the skilled and un- 
skilled labor not engaged in agriculture can 
find no work, and yet in the face of that 
great calamity, and as a remedy for it, they 
propose a tariff for the further protection of 
American products. The production of 
American manufactures is so far in excess of 
the demand for them, that one-half or one- 
third of the labor of the country ordinarily 
engaged in the business is unemployed. 
Everything is in excess of the demand, and 
there is no sale for a large portion 
of what is produced. The existing tariff 
is so highly protective that it prohibits manu- 
factures for export ; it limits manufacture to 
home consumption, and home consumption 
is not equal to the product of the labor that 
is employed. The demand for increased 
protection is a demand for an increased lim- 
itation of the market for the sale of Amer- 
ican productions, and of course for the 
further reduction of the number of men and 
women employed. This Pennsylvania Labor 
Convention practically demands that Con. 
gress shall further interfere to reduce pro- 
duction, and to reduce the number of the 
employed. 

The difference between the unprotected 
agricultural labor and the protected labor 
employed in manufactures and coal-mining 
is, that the former has the whole world in 
which to sell its products. The more labor 
it employs and the greater its product, the 
more it has to sell and the more it ¢an pur- 
chase with the proceeds. A bountiful haryest 
means the enrichment of the farmer, while 
the more manufactures and coal produced 
the poorer the manufacturer and the miner. 
If the capacity of a town is equal 
to the consumption of the shoes 
produced by four shoemakers and 
there are six resident there, then, if all work 
equally, there is asurplus of shoes; but if 
these shoemakers are able to furnish another 
town with shoes, they can have constant 
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needed to produce enough to meet the 
home demand is 4 loss of that much 
wages to the employer. Instead, there- 
fore, of restricting the market still 
further, the true policy is to remove every 
restriction upon the exportation of every 
product of labor. If a man produce more 
than he can consume, he should be allowed 
to sell the surplus. If the cotton manufac- 
turers can supply the home market with 
why not let them work on full time and sell 
their surplus products in other markets? 
Why not remove every restraint and prohi- 
bition upon the largest production by the 
fullest employment of labor, leaving the 
producer free to enter any market and com- 
pete with the producers of any other coun- 
try? The tariff prohibits practically the ex- 
ports of manufactures; it limits therefore 
the production of manufactures to the wants 
of the home market. To increase the em- 
ployment of labor, the market must be en- 
larged, and the more extended the market 
the greater will be the exports, and, as in the 
product of cotton and breadstuffs, the sur- 
plus product, instead of being a dead loss to 
the producer, will represent an increased 
profit and reward for the labor employed. 
This proposition is so plain and is so palpa- 
ble that the counter one of reducing produc- 
tion as a means of increasing employment 
can only be attributed to that long subjection 
to demagogism which is equivalent to igno- 
rance. Had this resolution been adopted by 
the proprietors of iron-furnaces and coal- 
mines, something might be attributed to 
selfishness, but when it is proposed by the 
workmen, starving for want of work be- 
cause there is no need of their labor, it is 
charitable to assume that ignorance alone 
can so blind men to their real interests. 
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THE ERUPTION AT COTOPAXI. 

Detailed reports are just coming to hand 
of the late eruption of the voleano of Coto- 
paxi, which occurred as long ago as June 26. 
Telegraphic communications with Peru, it is 
well known, have been interrupted, and the 
full extent of the calamity was not under- 
stood in this country fjom the meagre re- 
ports which at first arrived. It is estimated 
that the loss of life will exceed 1,000, and 
property worth many millions of dollars has 
been destroyed. A corfespondent of the 
Nation reports that the vole ano poured forth 
a stream of water ten times the bulk of 
Niagara,” which submerged the country, 
converting the plain of Callo into an immense 
lake. Quito was spared, but the surround- 
ings of the city suffered heavily, and the 
City of Latacunga only eseaped total wreck 
through its fortunate position, three river 
beds intervening between it and the volcano. 

The peculiarity of this eruption is the vast 
flood caused by it. Cotopaxi has heretofore 
thrown out streams of lava, but never be- 
fore, so far as history reveals, has anything 
like the same torrent of water been seen. 
The damage to the country is therefore com- 
paratively of a temporary nature, and easier 
to be borne than in the case of devastation 
by an eruption of lava andasbes. The open- 
ings of Vesuvius have been much more se- 
rious matters. It may be correct, strictly 
speaking, to say that this volume of water 
was thrown out from the volcano, although 
it did not come from the interior of the 
earth. A large body of water may have col- 
lected in the crater from rains and melting 
snows,—Cotopaxi is perpetually covered 
with snow,—and this would be ejected bys 
the eruption from beloy. A lake or river on 
the earth’s surface may have been displaced 
at the same time. Whatever explanation of 
the facts may be given by science, the horror 
of them will be unabated. The story of 
death and suffering can have few mitigatigg 
circumstances, and it will be read with pain 
wherever humanity bas learned to pity the 
sorrows of others. 
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THE SOUTHERN PENITENTIARY AGAIN. 

It is now reported that the Approving 
Board, consisting of the Governor, Attorney- 
General, and Auditor, propose to accept the 
location of the Southern Penitentiary at 
Chester without even going there to give the 
proposed site a personal inspection. If they 
do, it will only furnish additional confirma- 
tion of the suspicion that has already taken 
a strong hold upon the people of Illinois, 
viz.: That the selection of Chester is in the 
nature of a private job, for which the people 
will have to pay in the end five or six times 
the amount of the appropriation, and that 
the officials who lend themselves to the 
scheme do so in reckless and open defiance 
of the public interests. When Grand Tower 
was selected, and materially the same objec- 
tions were urged to it that are now urged to 
Chester, the Approving Board visited the 
site and promptly rejected it. They should 
do as much in the case of Chester. A per- 
sonal inspection of the site now proposed 
would induce them to reject Chester as 
they did Grand Tower, if they were guided 
by considerations of the public welfare. If, 
on the other hand, they are merely the pup- 
pets of Mr. Jacop Bun and intend to do his 
bidding in any case, of course there is nq 
necessity of their going to Chester, and they 
will virtually acknowledge as much by re- 
maining at home and approving Mr. Buxn’s 
favorite choice. : 

The Commissioners and all the officials 
concerned in this matter seem to regard the 
Southern District of Illinois as that portion 
lying south of aline that might be drawn 
across the State between East St. Louis and 
Vincennes, No other theory would warrant 
the selection of Ch as anywhere near 
the centre. Asa of fact, Chester is 
the centre of not than two out of the 
nineteen Congressi Districts in the State. 
The law making the appropriation for 
the Southern Penitentiary explicitly de- 
fines what the Southern District is. It 
is all that of the State lying 
south of the north line of McLean County, 
and the geographical centre of the State is 
about Pana, while the centre of population 
is somewhere between Pana and Springfield. 
Nothing but private interests could suggest 
going 150 miles away from that centre into 
the less populous portion of the district, 
and selecting an old, dilapidated town with 
a.bankrupt branch railroad; stone of a 
doubtful quality that atthe best will not more 
than suffice to build the Penitentiary, and 
leave nothing for the convicts to work on; 
located on a bluff which Jaxz Buxx admits 
will require $18,000 for leveling before the 
foundation can be put in; 
unhealthy bottom lands; remote from 
proper base of supplies and market for the 
product of the convict labor. Gov. CuLtom 
knows, the Anditor and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral know, the Southern Penitentiary Com- 
missioners know that the prison, located at 
Chester, will cost several hundred thousand 
dollars more than if located at Alton or 
Grafton (the two places recommended by 
Commissioner Lawrences in his minority ro- 
port), and that, when built there, it will 
never be self-sustaining, as it might be at 
either Alton or Grafton. 

We desire to aay to Gov. Outz0om that the 
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approval of the selection of Chester (for 
which he will be mainly responsible) will be 
asmitch upon his Administration which he 
will not be able to rub out during his entire 
term of four years. It has been intimated 
very distinctly that his approval will be 
largely influenced by political considerations. 
The motive Would be an unworthy one at the 
best, but we forewarn him that he will not be 
able to reach the United States Senate with 
the aid of any Democratic votes in the Leg- 
islature which he may hope to acquire by 


' submitting to this Egyptian job. As a rule, 


gentlemen do not attain the United States 
Senate by mysterious and suspicious meth- 
ods, but by openly acting in the interests of 
the publio and vigorously opposing private 
jobs, no matter who puts them forward. If 
the United States Senate cuts any figure in 
this controversy, the approval of the selec- 
tion of Chester will toll the funeral bell to 
Gov. Cuttom’s aspirations, Mr. dacos Burn 
and the Egyptian Democrats to the contrary 
notwithstandiny.

FIGHTING AGAINST THE MARKET. 

There are 12,000 ignorant men in the 
Pennsylvania coal regions who are bringing 
40,000 or 50,000 people to the verge of star- 
vation by their perverse and obstinate refusal 
to work, or allow others to work, at the 
prices the employers are willing to pay. 
They imagine that they are on a strike 
against their bosses, and that they have only 
to hold out long enough to bring the latter 
to terms. This is their error. As a matter 
of fact, they are striking against the market 
of the country, and the market of the coun- 
try can only be made to yield better prices 
by the readjustment of manifold inierests, 
of which coal is only one among the many. 
In the present depressed condition of manu- 
facture and trade, coal yields a certain depre- 
ciated price per ton. The owners of the 
mines say to the operatives: We can afford 
at this price to pay so much per ton 
for taking the coal out of the 
ground, but no more; but we will 
establish a sliding grade of wages, whereby 
you shall be better paid for your work in 
proportion as we are paid for the result.” 
To this the operatives stubbornly reply: 
No, we don’t care what you get; we want 
so and so much per ton for mining the coal, 
and we refuse to work, or to allow others to 
work, till we get it.” The owners say they 
can better afford to let the coal remain in 
the ground than to mine it at a loss, and 
work is indefinitely suspended. It is appar- 
ent to intelligent people that, under those 
circumstances, the miners are striking against 
the general community and not against local 
employers. But the general community 
cannot be controlled by the coal-miners 
alone. A huadred other influences, equally 
important, are at work shaping the relations 
of supply and demand. The result is 
that these miners lay down their 
tools and say that, “‘As times are 
hard and prices are low, we wont work 
at all till things improve.” But how can 
there be any improvement as long as work- 
ingmen are governed by so palpable and pre- 
posterous an absuglity ? In hard times, they 
add the dead loss of voluntary non-produc- 
tion to that of enforced non-production, and 
continne their average consumption without 
adding anything to the world’s stock. Under 
this rule, it is inevitable that times must be- 
come harder; and while the pressure is be- 
coming more and more severe, and the wants 
and sufferings of their families are increasing, 
they say they would rather earn nothing than 
share the common shrinkage which all other 
classes must endure. 


It is not strange that a class of people | 


who permit themselves to be guided by such 
base and stupid notions should be in a con- 
stant condition of turmoil and trouble. 
Unfortunately, their self-imposed sufferings 
are not confined to their own class. The 
calamitous results of their dense ignorance 
extend to some extent throughout the entire 
community. They themselves incur a loss 
which they never can regain. The loss to 
the miners in Pennsylvania represents prob- 
ably not less than $20,000 a day, or $120,- 
000 a week, or nearly half a million dollars 
a month. How many months will it require 
even at the increased price they demand to 
recover one month's loss of absolute idle- 
ness? As a matter of fact, their loss can 
never be made good, for the increased wages 
will come none the sooner on account of 
their present idleness, and they would have 
enjoyed this increase in any case, and just 
the same if they did not voluntarily incur 
the present loss. Meanwhile, by with- 
holding coal from the market, they 
will not increase the price thereof, since the 
manufactarers cannot afford to pay more, 
but they will cause the suspension of other 
industries, and throw out of employment 
thousands of workingmen who are willing to 
earn something less than usual rather than 
not to earn anything. This is the effect on 
the country at large, but that upon the State 
and the immediate neighborhood of the 
strike is much more pernicious. Refusing 
to work themselves, they are, nevertheless, 
not willing to starve, and assert the still 
more preposterous claim of aright to live 
upon the work of others. Though the 
farm-laborers of Pennsylvania do not earn 
as much per day as the miners could carn at 
the wages the employers offer to pay, the 
idle miners propose to live upon the farm- 
ers. They began by begging, but having 
begged till the farmers can no longer re- 
spond, they resort to stealing and raiding, 
slaughtering other men’s cattle, and robbing 
other men’s gardens and farms. The more 
abject their condition becomes, the more 
desperate they grow, until men who might 
be respectable, self-supporting citizens de- 
generate to the condition of outlaws and 
bandits, requiring troops to watch them and 
keep them from organized revolution. This 
degradation is voluntary and the legitimate 
fruit of ignoran 
ee ——— — 
IMPORTANCE OF RECIPROCITY. 
Canadian reciprocity is a subject 

needs to be kept before the people. It is a 
matter of more than speculative interest. 
Next to the thorough revision of our absurd 
tariff system with other countries, there is 
nothing that would contribute so largely to 
American prosperity, and nothing that 
would so tend to remove the existing 
financial depression as absolute free trade 
with our neighbors on the North. There are 
about 4,000,000 people in Canada who are in 
want of nearly every kind of manufactured 
articles, and are compelled to deny the grati- 
fication of many of those waats in conse- 
quence of the tariff. Some of the articles 
they make at home; the use of others they 
forego altogether because the price is 
above their means; and others still are 
brought from England. If the customs- 
line between Canada and the United States 
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would occupy as far as they chose, and to 


the exclusion of every other nationality, the 


vast markets here afforded. The iron-mills

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the Canadian 0 
woolen manufacturers of New Englaud can 
meke enough cloth to satisfy the demands of 


that country and our own. Our coal is more | 
than sufficient for our own use. Labor is | 


abundant, and cheap and idle. Nothing is 


wanting to restore good times but a foreign 
market to absorbthe surplus that we are ready 


and anxious to sell. Such a market may be 
found in Canada. The trade between the 
two countries will not be regulated merely by 
the present consumption of manufactured 
articles in the two countries. As these arti- 
cles could be furnished by the United States 
at a less price than any foreign country 
could afford, the average annual consumption 
would rapidly grow. Sales do not increase 
in arithmetical but in geometrical progres- 
sion as prices arelowered. If we should sell 
start, we would probably in five years sell 
$200,000,000; and the industries thus re- 
vived would offer employment to 200,000 
work; en now idle and suffering. Reci- 
procity, in short, would give us all 
the advantages of annexation, with 
none of its responsibilities. It is a singular 
fact that many persons who elamor for an- 
nexation oppose reciprocity, as if there were 
anything the Canadians could give us more 
valuable than their trade and unrestricted 
commercial ‘privileges. The people of the 
United States could gain nothing by getting 
hold of the political institutions of Canada; 
it is not our politicians but our laborers for 
whom we wish to find employment. 

The question of competition in the sale of 
agricultural products, and the supposed large 
influx of Canadian grain into the United 
States, troubles some doubting spirits, 
although the facts have been explained over 
and over again. Canada and the United 
States retain a certain quantity of grain for 
home consumption, and export their surplus. 
The home consumption will not be increased 
by the admission of Canadian grain into 
this country, duty free; and whatever 
is admiited will only add a ,certain 
quantity to the surplus for exportation. It 
is immaterial to us whether we eat our own 
grain or Canadian grain, provided the prices 
are the same; and the surplus which goes 
abroad will bring a larger sum of money 
back than before. In no event can the 
farmer suffer, for the prices of breadstuffs are 
controlled by the quotations in Liverpool. 
In the same way the Canadians will have 
part of their supply released and added to 
the surplus by any importations from the 
United States. The advantages of reciproc- 
ity to Canada, it may be remarked in pass- 
ing, would be quite as great as those accru- 
ing to the United States, including access to 
a large and excellent market, and the privi- 
lege of buying there at low rates and selling 
at high ones. 

Reciprocity would not need to be urged 
upon our people but for the stupid and ob- 
stinate adherence of the Protectionists to 
their played-out commercial system. The 
igaorance of these men is almost as pitiful 
as it is profound. It has involved this na- 
tion in heavy losses, destroyed the ordinary 
recuperative powers of the people, par- 
alyzed industry, and prostrated capital. In 
the face of the painful experience they have 
had, the authors and advocates of this monu- 
ment to national folly still defend it as a 
part of the nation’s greatness. But their 
time is drawing near. They Are no longer 
as rampant as they were. Reciprocity with 
Canada once established, will vindicate itself 
and expose their ignorance as no other argu- 
ment could,

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 
EPISCOPAL WORK OF THE YEAR. 
The Bishop then delivered his annual ad- 
dress, of which the following is an abstract: 
With deep gratitude to God, he found himself 
justified in characterizing the past year as one 


the financial depresion the diocese had made 
a decided advance in the amount of 
money contributed. Many debts dad been 
discharged. The missionaries had been 
promptly and fully paid. Some advance nad 
been made in the direction of church build- 
ing. Quite a number of points hitherto unoc- 
cupied now enjoyed the services of the church. 
Moreover, the number of clergy on the register 
was larger than had been the case at any time 
previ®usly in the history of the diocese, and he 
might be pardoned for saying that nowhere 
could be found a nobler band of faithful men. 
Those who remembered his words uttered in the 
last Convention with regard to an indigenous 
ministry would rejoice with him in view of the 
goodly number of young men who had offered 
themselves for the sacred ministry. Among the 
laity there was evidence of a more earnest life. 
Many a priest’s heart had been made happy in be- 
holding long continued indifference giying place 
to hearty repentance, and chilling worldliness 
melted down into a white heat of earnest devo- 
tion. The number of persons confirmed was 
about the same as last year, but the proportion 
of maies was very much larger. As his con- 
firmations began in January of last year and ter- 
minated with two or three exceptions in June 
of the present year, it might be said almost ht- 
erally that he bad ed 1.800 persons in 
eighteen months. Among all the tokcus of 
prosperity they should not overlook the har- 
mony that had prevailed, the good spirit of con- 
fidence, the catholic breadth of sympathy which 
embraced all who marched beneath the banner 
of Christ and His Church, even though there be 
a variety of step and uniform; but, above all, 
the unanimity with which, as one man, 
both in the and practice, the clergy 
and the lait intrusted their loyalty to the 
eat holic faith and apostolic order of the Church. 
To bim personally the year had been one of 
increasing delight in the work to which he had 
been called, and of increasing attachment tothe 
diocese over which he had been placed. Nor 
could he refrain from 
EXPRESSING HIS APPRECIATION 

of the cordiality with which he had been re- 
ceived, during his visitations, by the clergy and 
laity, and of the manifest heartiness with which 
they had striven to co-operate with him in ad- 


vancing the interests of the Church.

He had received particular notice of several 
proposed changes in the Constitution, which 
were to de finally acted upon in the General 
Convention, which convened fn Boston in Octo- 
ber.

He then reviewed, briefly, the growth of the 
idea of unity in the history of the Church in 
this country. It was evident that the General 
Convention, in all its legislative action, had 
been disposed to favor the idea of a division 
within a single State, and had done what best it 
could to experiment, that it might exemplify 
the province, or, as might be said, the State. 
If the results had not been what the more 
sanguine expected, they had certainly furnished 
sufficient reason to expect otber efforts and bet- 
ter results. Many of the wisest turned toward 
the provincial idea as the solution of many 
questions of the ecclesiastical administration ; 
and he urged it upon the serious consideration 
of the Convention. If there were to be a parti- 
tion of Illinois into two or three dioceses, and 
such partition must occur now, as in the near 
future, they must begin at an early dav to pro- 
vide against.separation, and independence, and 
isolation,—a task much easier of accomplish- 
ment previously than afterwards, when unity 
would have been broken and new crystallizations 
would have been formed. 

THE MISSIONARY WORK 

was understood to embrace all that was accom- 
lished by the Church outside of parochial lim- 
ts or in parishes too feeble to support clergy- 
men. He believed the Church had reason to 
congratulate itself upon the present condition 
of its missionary work. The missionaries had 
exhibited zeal and earnestness, and, with few 
exceptions, had remained faithfully at their 
sts.

paramount importance demanded. ‘The Church 
could best assert its claim to the Apostolate by 
reproducing the missionary orders of the Apos- 
tolie period. He confessed to some misgivings 
lest the missionary work suffer a collapse by the 

prominence of other organizations. 

In conclusion, he invoked the blessing of God 
wpon the work of the Convention. 


BUSINESS,

The Rev. Mr. Benedict gave notice of an 
amendment to the eonstitution covering the 
election of supplemental delegates, which was 
referred to the Committee on Legislation. 

On motion of the Rev. Clinton Locke, candi- 
dates for boly orders and clergymen from 
Other dioceses were admitted to honorary seats. 

The Rev. Mr. Gregg moved that so much of 
the Bishop’s address as related to proposed 
amendments to the constitution of the Charch 
be referred to a committee of , five, to report to 


the Convention. 

The Bishop remarked that it ought to be un- 
derstood that no action by the Convention was 
coptemplated. He had simply received par- 
ticular notice thet the General Convention pro- 
posed to act upon those amendments. he 
Convention, however, could act by instructing 
its delegates if it chose. 

Mr. Gregg urged that it was necessary to take 
action, if nothing was done beyond instructing 
the delegates. 

The Rev. Dr. Chase said it was not customary 
to take action. Even if every diocese should 
yote against the proposed changes, under the 
present condition of the Canon law, the Gen- 
eral Convention could amend the constitution. 

Mr. Gregg remarked that one of the amend- 
ments was of considerable importance,—that 
providing for the erection of missionary juris 
dictions within the boundaries of an eitleting 


both Houses of the General Convention, and 
action taken in the cases of Missouri, Texas, 
and California. That was before the amend- 
ment was proposed. But if it had not been the 
practice of the Convention to instruct delegates 
or give any expression of opinion upon such 
matters he would withdraw his motion. 

No objection being made, he withdrew it.

Henry M. Bannister, M. D., read an unusually 
able and elaborate article on Moral Insanity.“ 
Since early in the present century the existence 
of such a form of mental disease as moral in- 
sauity had been one of the most unsettled ques- 
tions of psychological medicine. At the present 
day there were two prominent tendencies in re- 
gard to this general subject; on the one hand, a 
large number, and, in this country, a majority, 
of alienists deny its existence and declare that 
all the cases that have been adduced of so- 
called moral insanity are either instances of re- 
sponsible depravity, or else of ordinary insanity 
with intellectual aberration, in which the moral 
symptoms were only predominant. On the 
other hand, there was a very marked tendency 
among another class of investigators ana 
writers to refer all or a large part of the 
criminality in this world to physical deficiencies, 
rendering their subjects, to a greater or lesser 
extent, irresponsible. Between these two ex- 
tremes stands a class, respectable in numbers, 
and stil more so in scientific authority, who, ad- 
mitting the existence of moral responsibility in 
the great majority of cases, are stil compelled 
to recognize that under certain circumstances it 
may be lacking, while the intellectual power 
may be unimpaired. 

‘Lhe object of the present paper was to pre- 
sent some arguments, perbaps not altogether 
new, that seemed to favor this form of disease, 
and to notice sume of the objections that have 
been raised against it. 

By an extensive accumulation of arguments 
the Doctor arrived at the following conclusions: 

Fivat—The brain is the instrument of the 
mind, the immaterial part of our nature, 
through which it receives impressions from and 
reacts upon its surroundings. 

Second—Its functions may be classified as re- 
ceptive and dynamic, the former comprising 
fecting (including sensation), and the latter in- 
tellection, volition, and the control of our other 
bodily organs. 

Third—The simolest element of intellection 
is a judgment based upon premises found in 
our feelings. These, being thus antecedent to 
nr must necessarily be independent 
9 

Fourth Among our feelings we find the mor- 
al sense, which, whether it is considered as a di- 
rect endowment from the Creator, or existing 
in the species asa derivative from still other 
feelings, must nevertheless be admitted to be 
primary as far as the individual is concerned. 

#ifth—Like all the other senseg or feelings, 
this moral sense must have its sp@cial mechan- 
ism in the brain for the reception of moral im- 
pressions. 

_Sicth—This mechanism, like every other por- 
tion of the brain, is liable to be disordered, 
thus producing disorder of its function. That 
this may occur without implication of the or- 
Cans concerned in intellection is probable from 
several reasons. 

Seventh—in the peculiar phase of mental dis- 
order known as impulsive insanity, the discase 
consists ip an increased excitability with dimin- 
ished volitional control increasing the force of 
certain morbid impulses to which even some 
persons are liable, and diminishing the power of 
the patient to resist them. In persons of nat- 
urally weak wil! power, though not deficient in 
intellect, the condition of. at least partial, irre- 
sporsibility may be said to always exist. 
in this impulsive insanity the moral seuse may 
be acute, and the patients may strive to the ut- 
most and yet be unable to resist the impulse. 

After taking up and noticing at some length 
the objections to such a disease as moral insan- 
ity, the Doctor concluded as follows: 

I will stete the case as it appears to me. There 
are on record, and come under observation from 
time to time, certain cases of apparent mental dis- 
order in wich the symptoms point solely to a de- 
rangement of the mental faculties without any in- 
tellectual impairment whatever. There appear to 

no valid physiological or ~ psychological 
reasons why this state of affairs may not 
exist due to disease of the brain. 

Still it is affirmed that these cases are not what 
they appear to de. that every case is either one of 
responsible moral depravity, or that, whether de- 
tected or not, there existe some intellectual troable 
of such a kind as to place it in the category of in- 
tellectual insanity. But until this wholesale affir- 
mation that there is no such thing as moral insan- 
ity resists the burden of proof, I cannot positively 
admit that this form of mental disease

The Arrest of Joseph Metzler, of Chicago, 
at St. Catharines—His Alleged Offense— 
Detectives Unpopular at Brantford—In- 
dian Kelations—Other Affairs.

St. CaTHarings, Sept. 1L—A man named 
Joseph Metzler, a German, was arrested at 
Raymond’s grocery, ou Niagara street, this 
morning, by Chief-of-Police Baynes, of Windsor, 
and Sergt. Gallery, on a warrant charging him 
with having forged a note of hand for $1,500 at 
Chicago on the l4th of July last. It seems 
Metzler and his brother were doing business in 
Chicago, and while the latter went to New 
York to buy goods Joseph turned all the 
available assets into bonds and money and 
started for Canada, leaving, it is alleged, over 
$20,000 of debts to be provided for by his broth- 
er. When the prisoner was searched be had 
$13,500 in United States bonds on his person 
and 6500 in money.

He was 
traced to Canada by his brother, who, after get- 
ting on his trail at Windsor, finally ran him 
down in this city. Metzler was handed over to 
the Chief of Police of Windsor this evening, 
who started with the man for the latter place, 
where extradition papers will be applied for. 

The Metzler firm was located at 153 Madison 
street, near Fifth avenue, Chicago, and did 
business in the notion and job-lot line. The 
frauds perpetrated by Joseph were discovered 
Aug. 17, and ten days later the firm was put 
into bankruptcy. Joseph put $15,000 into the 
business, and it was judged that he had taken 
about that amount when he left He was ac- 
compapied by his father-in-law, 8. Schlesinger.

THE PHILADELPHIA CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 11.—The Commis- 
sion appointed to investigate the affairs of the 
Philadelphia Custom-House say that on the 
whole the condition of the service at the pres- 
ent time is reasonably satisfactory; that it is 
conducted to the general approbation of the 
business community; that corruption is appar- 
entiy unknown; and that the irregularities 
which have prevailed have sprung from loose 
construction of the law and erroveous views of 
duty; thatthe force, as to character and ca- 
pacity, is of a very fair average; that the work, 
with few cxceptions, is efficiently done; that the 
service in all branches has been greatly im- 
proved withiu the past yoar; and that the ten- 
dency and tone of its conduct at present is gen- 
erally healthful and in the right direction. 

THE COMING SBSSION, 

Estimates for the support of the army for the 
present fiscal year have been prepared by the 
War Department and sent to the Treasury De- 
partment, which will transmit them to Con- 
gress at the extra session. These are the only 
estimates to be sent in. 

The question with regard to the President's 
sending the usual annual message and reports 
of the Executive Departments to the extra ses- 
sion was not long ago considered in the Cabi- 
net, when it was agreed that the message and 
accompanying documents should relate only to 
the business for which Congress is to be espe- 
cially convened, and not to general subjects of 
legislation. It is thought, therefore, that the 
message will be brief. 

GENERAL DISREGARD OF AN IMPORTANT CEN- 
TENNIAL SUGGESTION. 

In the spring of last year Congress passed a 
joint resolution requesting the people of the 
counties of the several States to assemble on 
the Centennial anniversary of Independence at 
the county-seats, and have there read a succinct 
narrative of their county history, and to have 
one copy of such narrative deposited at the 
County Court-House and another sent to the 
Congressional Library. The limited extent to 
which this centennial observance was carricd 
out may now be judged by the fact that, al- 
though there are several thousand counties in 
the Union, yet only some twenty-five or thirt 
county narratives have been receivea at the Li 
brary of Congress.
